If 
all those candidates were elected 
thete would not be enough Social 
Crediters to form a government. 

Mr. Bennett has retreated even 
from his later prediction that So- 
cial Credit will win a “minimum” of 
forty seats. Obviously disappointed 
by the Liberal Goyernment's. con- 
tinuing strength and the recovery of 
the Conservative Party; he now says 
rather lamely that Social Credit has 
a chance to hold a balance of power 
in a parliamentary stalemate. 

The official nominations show 
that only two Canadian parties are 
seriously contesting the election. 

Liberals alone are contesting all 
the parliamentary seats. The official 
list includes 265 Liberals, 257 Con- 
servatives, 116 Social Crediters and 
162 C.C.F. candidates. Social Credit 
clearly has abandoned any hopes it 
may previously have held east of 
the Great Lakes and is not a signifi- 
cant factor outside British Columbia 
and Alberta. 

Mr. Bennett's: original strategy 
was based on his own assumption— 
he has repeated it publiely many 
times—that the Conservative Party 
was dead. If it has died it refuses to 
lie down. Its new show of strength 
in recent months is the most satis- 
factory aspect of the election, thqugh

grand jury to appear at a full-scale 
investigation of the Teamsters’ 
Union and some of its leaders. 

What develops from this hearing 
will be subject to legal processes. 

But the Teamsters’ Union is not 
waiting for that to clean house. 
Although Mr. Beck says he will! not 
stand for re-election as president in 
September, union executive figures 
have planned a meeting to see if 
they will allow him to finish his 
current term. 


This is a natural and proper 
course for honest men to take. The 
revelations of a United States Sen- 
ate special committee on 
racketeering have prompted 
action. 

The AFL-CIO council has already 
expelled Mr. Beck from his post as 
a vice-president. It took that course 
with the explanation that its mem- 
bers are satisfiéd that Mr. Beck 
vidlated “the basic trade union law 
that union funds are a sacred trust.” 

This is not the first occasion on 
which disciplinary action has been 
taken. Racketeering on the United 
States Atlantic waterfront led to a 
severe shake-up there. And, with

The CC.F. has been virtually 
driven out of urban Canada (except 
Vancouver) to become what it was 
in- the beginning—a small group of 
agrarian protest. It hardly pretends 
to be anything ‘more. 

The pretence that Social Credit 
was becoming a national party turns | 
out, on nomination day, to be only 
a bluff. Even this bluff has been 
abandoned by Mr. Benriett. His 
highest hope, as he now says, is a 
fractured Parliament in which a So- 
cial Credit minority can dictate to 
the majority in the true interests of 
democracy. 

This does not appear to be a seri 
ous threat but the threat to Mr 
Bennett's own ambitions has become | 
serious indeed. For he has staked | 
his prestige and all his plans for a |} 
march to Ottawa on the poll of June | 
10. If it fails to elect a substantial 
group of Social Crediters to Parlia- 
ment he will suffer a disastrous per- 
sonal defeat 

His latest speeches — strident, 
abusive and desperate—indicate that 
he is well aware of this danger 
Whatever its chances may be in Al- 
berta and British Columbia, the 
great Social Credit crusade to cap- 
ture the nation already lies in ruin.

In a sensational comeback 
after a disappointing 1954-55 
season the Spurs have surged 
back up the English League's 
first-diyision ladder and this 
year wound up in second 
place behind mighty Manc' bes 
ter United. 

On the way to their runner 
up finish, Spurs performed 
the feat of scoring more than 
100 goals in league play to be 
come the only first division 
team to top the century mark 
since 1937 

Since the club was formed 
during’ under-lamp-post meet: 


ings and marked out a pitch 
on the Tottenham marshes in 
1882, the Spurs have had a 
series of ups and downs. 

The first big step up the 
soccer hill was taken in 1893, 
after the club and one ,player 
were suspended for a breach 
of amateurism — the club 
bought a 10-shilling pair of 
boots for the piayer who had 
left his at home.

Why Are Thunderstorms Always on -Summer Days? 


At this moment, about 1800 
thunderstorms are happening 
somewhere in the world. On 
an average. 44,000 of them burst 
forth in scattered places over 
the earth every year. Most, but 
not all, of them happen in 
summery weathér. If you lived 
in the tropical regions of Java 
or Panama, you could expect 
200 thunderstorms to crackle 
over your head every year. Our 
Gulf states get between 70 to 90 
a year. 

It is try that New England 
and most other land area get 
their thunderstorms, or most of 
them, on summer. days. But 
over the oceans, most of them 
crack down at nighteand in the 
winter. In Southland and the 
Southwest, some of the most 
violent thunderstorms happen 
in winter. And in the Midwest 
they tend to happen on summer 
nights. In fact, this helps pro 
duce the rich crops of these 
areas. For rain falling at night 
has a better chance of seeping 
into the soil than rain falling 
during a hot day 

This round-the-world survey 
seems to show that a thunder 
storm can burst forth just 
where and when it pleases 
But this is not so. It can only 
happen when certain weather 
conditions in the atmosphere 
are just right. Two distinct 
layers of contrasting air are 
absolutely necessary. The layer 
of air near the ground must be 
light and rising. Above it, there 
must be a layer of much, much 
cooler air. A steep contrast in 
the temperatures of the two 
layers of air is necessary to 
make things possible for a 
thunderstorm. 

On a summer day in New 
England, the scorching ground 
may warm,he air above it to 
90 degrees or more. But the 
warmed layer of air near the 
ground does not pass on its 
heat to the layer of air above 


it. Im fact, it cools itself as it; 
expands and rises. The breezes | 
blowing aloft, two or three| 
miles above the ground, may be | 
below freezing point. Such a! 
steep contrast in the tempera 

ture of the atmosphere is 

sufficient to cause a summer 

day thunderstorm. 

In the Midwest, certain 
weather conditions keep the 
cool breezes aloft at bay until 
after sunset. Then the contrast 
of temperature upstairs buikds 
up and we get a summer night 
thunderstorm. The ocean holds 
its summer heat far into the- 
winter. When the sun is noi 
shining, the air high over the 
ocean loses its heat faster than 
the air near the warmish water. | 
Here a contrast of temperatures | 
sufficient to produce a thunder- | 
storm builds up on winter 
nights. 

The contrast“need not always 
be between hot and cold. Some 
times it may be between merely 
cool and bitter cold lavers of 
air. These conditions sometimes 
happen in midwinter when a 
layer of cold air from Canada 
clashes with coolish air flowing 
up from the Gulf of Mexico 
Some of the most violent 
thunderstorms occur as a result 
of these huge, winter cold 
fronts. Whenever the differ 
ence in temperature between 
the lower air and the higher air 
is steep enough, conditions are 
right for thunderstorms, be it 
day or night, winter or summer

PORT ALBERNI — “The 
last of the locies” is headed 
for scrap heap.

There the visitors were 
shown the powerful trucks 
which handle giant firs like 
sugar-tongs and roll out the 
logs to tidewater around 
mountainous gravel roads,

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Thée trucks are replacing 
the locomotives for two main 
reasons: They can get at 
hard-to-reach timber, in re- 
mote peaks and valleys, much 
easier than the railroad; and 
they reduce the fire hazard, 
now at its peak because of 
the sweltering heat. 

About 50 men are presently 
employed on the railroad, but 
they will be absorbed into 
other jobs. .

East and 
West made six club tricks and two spades and picked 
up 400 charity points. 
South was indignant. 
He blamed North bit- 
terly and said, “If you 
| had to double with a 
singleton club why did 
you ever raise me to 
three no-trump? When I 
bid two no-trump 
couldn't you have bid 
three hearts? I would 
have raised you to four 
and we would have made 
our game?” 
North was not as voci- 
ferous as South but he 
felt that South was at 
fault and appealed to me 
| to assess the blame. 
| My answer is that 
South is entirely at 
fault. South's initial re- 
| Sponse to the double was 
reasonable but he had 
absolutely no excuse for his second bid. Over twa dia 
monds South should have bid two hearts, not two no 
trump. This would show exactly what he had. A fair 
hand with four little heafts. 

North would have jumped to four hearts and un- 
less West came up with the lead of a low club South 
would have made five odd. 

Finally, South's analysis was just about as “bad as 
his bidding. If Nortlt had become declarer at hearts 
East would have opened the eight of spades. West 
would have cashed two spade tricks and the ace of 
clubs and led a third spade. This would establish a 
trump trick for East and beat the hand one trick. ¢

The B.C, Saturday Sunset, the 
weekly from which The Sun 
developed, was started in_ 1907 
with founder J. P. McConnell 
as editor. In the federal election 
of 1911, every Liberal candidate 
in B.C. was defeated, Liberal 
supporters blamed lack of news- 
paper support and The Satur- 
day Sunset was bought to 
remedy this situation 

The first edition of the new 
daily, The Morning Sun, was 
published Feb. 12, 1912. Its 
founders were R- S. Ford, F. 
C. Wade and J. P. McConnell 
In 1915 their company, Burrard 
Publishing Co. failed and a syn 
dicate headed by Mr. Watie took 
control, 

As editor, his writings were 
credited with defeating the 
Bowser Conservative govern. 
ment in the 1916 provincial elec- 
tion. However, Mr. Wade incur 
red personal financial reverses 
and relinquished control of the 
paper in 1917 to R. J. Cromie.

Why Are Thunderstorms Always on Summer Days? 


At this moment, 
thunderstorms are happening 
somewhere in the world. On 
an average, 44,000 of them burst 
forth in scattered places over 
the earth every year. Most, but 
not all, of them happen in 
summery weather, If you lived 
in the tropical regions of Java 
or Panama, you could expect 
200 thunderstorms to crackle 
over your head every year. Our 
Guif states get between 70 to 90 
a year. 

It is true that New England 
and most other land area get 
their thunderstorms, or most of 
them, on summer days. But 
over the oceans, most of them 
crack down at night and in the 
winter. In Southland and the 
Southwest, some of the most 
violent thunderstorms happen 
in winter. And in the Midwest 
they tend to happen on summer 
nights. In fact, this helps pro 
duce the rich these 
areas. For rain falling at night 
has a better chance of seeping 
into the soil than rain falling 
during a hot day. 

This round-the-world survey 
seems to show that a thunder- 
storm can burst forth just 
where and when it pleases 
But this is not so. It ean oniy 
happen when certain weather 
conditions in the atmosphere 
are just right. Two distinct 
layers of contrasting air are 
absolutely necessary. The layer 
of air near the ground must be 
light and rising. Above it, there 
must be a layer of much, much 
cooler air. A steep contrast in 
the temperatures of the two 
layers of air is necessary to 
make things possible for a 
thunderstorm. 

On a summer day in New 
England, the scorching ground 
may warm the air above it to 
90 degrees or more. But the 
warmed laver of air near the 
ground does not pass on its 
heat to the ‘layer of air above

it. Im fact. it cools itself as it; 
expands and rises. The breezes 
blowing aloft, two or three 
miles above the ground, may be 
below freezing point. Such a 
steep contrast in the tempera 

ture of the atmosphere is 
sufficient to cause a summer 

day thunderstorm. 

In the Midwest, 
weather conditions keep the 
cool breezes aloft at bay until 
after sunset. Then the contrast 
of temperature upstairs builds 
up and we get a suinmer night 
thunderstorm. The ocean holds 
its summer heat far into the 
winter. When the sun is no 
shining, the air high over the | 
ocean loses its heat faster than 
the air near the warmish water 
Here a contrast of temperatures 
sufficient to produce a thunder 
storm builds up on 
nights. 

The contrast need not always 
be between hot and cold 
times it may be between merely 
cool and bitter cold layers of 
air. These conditions sometimes 
happen in midwinter when a 
layer of cold air from Canada 
clashes with coolish air flowing 
up from the Gulf of Mexico. 
Some of the most violent 
thunderstorms occur as a result 
of these huge, winter cold 
fronts. Whenever the differ 
ence in temperature between | 
the lower air and the higher air 
is steep enough, conditions are 
right for thunderstorms, be it 
day or night, winter or summer.

PORT ALBERNI, — “The 
last of the locies” is headed 
for the scrap heap. 

' Acolorful eta of Vancouver 
Island logging will be ended 
Aug. 1, when the last 25 miles 
of MacMillan and Bloede! rail- 
road track will be torn up and 
its four remaining steam loco- 
motives replaced by massive 
trucks. 


A tarewell visit to the last 
“locie” stand was paid Wed- 
nesday by a party of 75 Van- 
couver and Island business- 
men, headed by company di- 
rectors H. R. MacMillan and 
Prentice Biloedel, who to- 
gether forged one of the 
world’s mightiest logging em- 
pires.

In 1926 The Sun made a deal 
with The Star under which The 
Star became a morning paper 
taking over the morning Sun's 
circulation. The Sun acquired 
The Star's evening circulation 
and withdrew from the morning 
field. 

In 1932 The Star became a 
victim of the depression and 
ceased publication. Later that 
year the paper resumed publi 
cation as the Vancouver News 
but in six months it, too, died 

Two weeks tater in the 
spring of 1933 the Vancouver 
News-Herald began publication 
as a co-operative, employees 
getting small cash salaries plus 
an interest in the enterprise in 
the form of stock.
